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“Sophisticated fabrication is
required,” Ueland said, which
is why they are seeking an
$82,500 Workforce Training
Grant from the state to train
11 new employees at its
Anaconda plant. “We will
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on page 3 supervisors.”
ITB, which currently

employs 14 people, is
investing $1 million in its
operation in Anaconda, he
said.
